Coinpain-  of  Cadets,  haviiii;-  three  coiinnissioiHvl,  lanh- 
iie^  as  liclil  oiticevs,  after  the  English  hishion  of  the 
.lay. 

ft  was  then,  as  now,  eoniposed  of  men  ol  good 
standing  and  inthienee  in  the  eonniiunily.  liigh- 
siiiviteil  and  manly  and  (|ni(d<  to  resent  an  affront. 
When,  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution,  (lovernor 
Gage  dismissed  Cohniel  .lohii  llaneoek  from  the 
command,  owing  it  was  helieved  to  a  differeiiee  in 
political  views,  the  coips  returned  the  standard  the 
G(.ivernor  liad  jiresented  them,  with  the  expressed 
intention  of  retiring  from  His  Excellency's  service, 
since    they  considered    the  dismissal    of    their    colonel 


the    same    as    disbandment    of    the    coips. 
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As  a  military  erimpaiiy  tliey  timk  no  part  in  tlir 
Hevolufiiiiiaiy  stnig-L;li'.  piinr  to  tlu?  evacuation  of 
Boston  liy  the  Uiitisli  t  loops,  wlien  liavinL;-  licen 
ivorgani/t'il  as  tlic  Inili'pi'iiilcnt  ('oinpany.  luiiler  tlic 
coniniauil  of  ('olonrl  I  litcliliorn.  two  xcars  later 
tliey  niareheil  to  Kliode  Island  to  join  the  llevolu- 
tionarv    forces. 

After  the  estalilishuient  of  the  State  government 
they  hecame  a  part  of  the  State  militia  and  were 
again  ap[iointcd  and  hecame  pei'manently  the  (tov- 
ernor's  I'xidy  ( iuard.  enjoying  three  great  privileges: 
lirst.  that  of  l.)eing  the  (iovernoi's  (Juard  of  Honor: 
second,  the  inaliility  to  he  attached  to  any  liody 
of  troops  conuuandcd  hy  an  officer  beneath  a  Majoi-- 
General  in  I'ank :  lastly,  the  jieeuliar  raid<  held  liy 
its  oflii-ers  ;  all  of  which  privileges  were  suhse- 
quently    protected    hy    United   States    law. 

FoRowing  the  old  usage,  the  fiovernor  presented 
a  stamhird  having  tlic  arms  of  the  conqiany,  a 
six-pointed  star  with  the  motto  ••  Mmn^i nit  ]l<iiii." 
up(Ui  <ine  side,  upon  the  other,  his  personal  armo- 
rial hearings,  (lovernor  Hancock  afterwards  suhsti- 
tuted  the  State  for  himily  arms,  and  the  arms  of 
Ciovernois  Shirley  and  liowdoin  united,  found  use  as 
the    seal    id'    the    conipan}-. 

The  chief  distinguishing  marks  of  their  old  or- 
ganization liave  ever  been  preserved ;  only  such 
changes  having  been  made  as  w'ere  deemed  neces- 
sary   for    the    good    of     the    cor2)s.       The     battalion 
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system  lias  l)i-fii  cstalilislied  ;  (lie  iimnlicr  and  raiilv 
(if  cillircrs  in  tlic  line  lias  liccn  incrras(.Ml,  and  fnll 
in  place  (if  infenc(l  rank  liestdWcd  npon  the  lield 
officers.  l)Ul  this  (-(irps  and  tliat  (d'  the  Salem,  (ir 
Second  ('(irps  of  Cadets,  aiv  the  only  military 
liddies  in  the  present  Massachnsetts  N'olunteei-  Militia 
which  have  had  a,  coidiniKius  existence  since  the 
adoption   of  the   ( 'onstitntioii   of    the    United   States.

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The  Nortli  was  a  seetliiiig  ealilrcni  of  excitement 
at  tliis  time,  'i'lie  air  was  lil'i'  with  niinnrs,  all  iiiore 
or  less  exa^'L^-eiati'il.  ami  tlii'  call  in  the  cliiirclies  llie 
jileviims  ilay  for  lint,  hamla^cs,  cordials,  and  all 
JLospital  stoivs  a.vailaMc.  to  he  loi-wardcd  to  the  scat 
of  wai'  hir  immediate  use,  and  the  dismissal  of  con- 
ercealions  for  their  |ire|iaration.  had  |irodnced  a 
jiaine  id'  goxernnient  assistance.  Sidewalks  were 
piled  with  eases  awaitiiie-  t  ransjiortation  in  aildition 
to  hiie'c  amounts  aliead\  I'orwai'iled.  'I'lie  Treniont 
House  coni  rihutioii  alone  would  ha\'e  hccii  a  reve- 
lation to  the  iieo|ile  (d'  (o-day.  Every  patriotic 
iudixidual  was  in  a  l]uri\  id'  excitcmcni.  and  while 
the  cidliusiasm  was  at  its  hciLjht.  the  Independent 
Corps  (d'  ( 'adets  asscudiled  at  their  armory,  then 
in  the  third  story  of  a  hiuliline-  opposite  the 
old  (iranary  hnrial-nrmnids,  innctyd'oiir  stroue-,  iu- 
(dudiiiL;-  their  nfliciM-s.  ('iilo]iel  ( '.  ('.  Holmes  coni- 
niauiliuL;'. 

lu  their  haiiilsome  L;ra\  uniforms  yayly  deciu'atcd 
with  I'cd,  accustomed  lo  the  reliiK'ments  of  life, 
and  somewhat  laekiuL;'  iu  the  nuiscular  de\(dopnient 
(d'  pra(dised  soldiers,  they  hardly  lookeil  in  condition 
to  fio-ht  the  l.attles  of  their  country:  nevertheless, 
fi-om  this  liody  of  men  and  thiouLih  their  iuHucnce, 
heside  the  jiersonal  ser\  ic-cs  they  were  ahout  to 
lendci-,  and  e'cnerally  eratuitous  at  that,  afterwards 
arose  a  fine  reeiment,  the  4.')th  Massaidiusetts  \h)l- 
unteers,  whicdi  served  nine  luoutlis  at   the  seat  of  war. 
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and  all  tliis  lii-siiji'  nunc  tlian  nne  liundicd  and  Hftv 
ciiiiiniissidiii'd  iifliiTrs   t'uniishrcl  the  arni\. 

Sn  it  (-annul  l)c  said  that  this  thic  conipanv  was 
wantini;-  in  jiatrintism,  nr  slnank  fiuni  the  ])erf()i-ni- 
anre    iif    duty    in    time    of    irm.mI. 

'I'iiis  nii-nihershiij  of  iiinet\ -fnur  was  jieiniitti'd  to 
lif  raiseil  to  one  hundred.  Aceordinyly,  several 
young-  men  tooh  advantage  of  the  opiiortunity  that 
morning-,  liaving  drilled  with  archir  for  months 
in-evi(Uls,  hoping  hir  just  sueli  a  eliauee.  No  un- 
necessary (juestions  were  aske<l.  liut  all  were  duh' 
sW(U-n     into     the     serviee     of     the     United    States    hv 

Captain     .1.     M.     (i Uiue,     U.S  A.,     and     ordered     to 

jiaek  theii-  knapsacks  with  a  few  essential  ai-tieles 
and  lepoi-t  at  the  arnioi-y.  at  live  o'clock  that 
afternoon. 

Accordingly,  at  the  lime  ajipointeil.  lliev  assem- 
iiled  and  marched  to  Long  wharf,  one  hundred 
and  three  strong,  including  the  drummers,  enihark- 
ing  on  till'  "tug  of  war."  as  some  one  faceliimslv 
called     it. 

I'jion  landing  at  Fort  Warren.  Colonel  J)imniick 
was  much  astonislied  at  ihe  gay  apjiearanee  of  the 
corps,  ami  the  high  i-aid<  of  its  olHcers,  asking  in 
some  disilain.  -  What  military  hody  tliis  might  he, 
one  hundred  men  commaniled  li\-  a  Colonel  ha\  im>- 
two  Majors,  an  Adjutant,  and  a  large  numher  of 
oflieers  of  the  line!"  I'erhaj.s  it  will  not  he  amiss 
to     mention     in     this     eoiuiection     his    remark    wlien.

tlieir  duties  accnmpli.slic(l,  they  took  leave  of  liiiii 
jin-vimis  to  tlieir  ictinn  tn  Huslnii:  ••  ( iiMitleiiien, 
I  thitiilc  y<iu  for  all  yim  have  iluue  lor  us.  I  am 
sorry    to    part    with    ynu." 

The  work  of  garrison  duty  to  which  lliey  had 
heen  assii^iied  in  [ilacc  of  the  l*'irst  llattaUou  of 
Infaidrv,  sent  to  the  front,  was  not  ai'duous  hut 
extrenu'ly  iiioiioti.inous  :  still  it  was  of  uiueh  cou- 
sequenee,  as  the  tort  hi'ld  at  that  time  some 
seven  hundred  prisoners,  amouL;'  -whom  were  (ieiierals 
Bneknev,  Tioidman  and  I\le('all,  "the  Kreneh  Lady," 
liairon.  the  himous  Marshall  Kane,  and  Mayor 
IJrowu  of  l>a]timoi-e.  ^loieo\cr,  there  wrrc  constant 
reports  of  plots  and  plans  for  the  destiaictioii  of  all 
prondncnt    cities  on   the  Nca-lmard,  parliculaily  Hostoii. 

The  (,)nartermaster,  Iviculenant  ( '.  I>.  IJaymond, 
witli  admirahle  hirethonnht.  had  lu-ovided  the  corps 
with  the  ser\i(.'es  of  a  lloston  caterer  ipiite  fa- 
mous at  tliat  time,  so  that  the  creature  cond'orts 
were  not  wanting'  hir  the  inner  man,  however  un- 
comfortaMe  the  outi'r  one  miyiit  he.  This  arrange- 
ment  exiiosed  the  niendiers  to  mm/li  hanterint;'  on 
the  part  of  their  friends,  wdio  were  only  ap[ieaseil 
liy  the  statement. — "pon  honor,"  that  they  only  had 
tin  plates  and  cr(.iekery  of  the  plainest  hisliion  to 
use. 

Soon  after  their  arri\al,  as  United  States  soldiers 
they  were  ohliyed  to  lay  aside  their  showy  uni- 
forms,  and    accept    the    "  goods     the    gods    pro\ided,"' 
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ill  tlic  shape  nf  the  lilnc  coats  and  l)rass  ))ntt(ins  uf 
••riicli'  Sam.""  Tlic  I'ost  (j>iiait('iiiiaslrr"s  Ileail- 
(|iiai(crs  wrir  tlie  1(.mii1i'/.\ mis  inr  tlir  cdi-jis,  eacli 
(iiic  aiixidus  for  the  l)i'st  LjariiU'iiis.  All  tlif  small 
men  (ilitaiiieil  tlit'  larye  sizes,  ami  /'/«•,■  rcrsK  :  hiit 
al  last  every  one  was  suited  (ir  at't'eeted  to  l;)e,  and 
fiaditinii  rejiiiits  C'<n-]Hiral  Denuet  to  have  met  witli 
uii[iaralleleil    sneecss. 

l-'indiiiL;'  the  aeeomimidatiuiis  at  the  Furtress  would 
wairant  an  increase  of  their  number,  through  the 
efforts  of  ]jieutenant  Stiirgis  and  otliers,  an  addition 
of  thirti'eii  men  \vas  soon  made.  rei;ruited  for  active 
duty    at    Die    Fort    only. 

l'erha|is  one  of  their  most  di.sagreeable  tasks  was 
the  preparation  of  the  casemates  for  occuiiation. 
Wooden  liiinks,  three  in  a  tier,  were  liardly  in 
accordance  with  preconcei\ed  ideas  as  suitable 
plai'cs  hir  wooing  balmy  sleei'.  The  casemates 
were  also  found  to  be  in  anything  but  an  agree- 
able condition;  however.  I'nited  States  soldiers 
could  not  Ije  over-scnipiilous ;  Axurlc  was  to  be 
done:  —  the  Cadets  did  it  well,  and  manfully  re- 
moved the  su|ierllu(Uis  possessions  of  lluMr  prede- 
cessors,  then   selecting  tlicir   mattresses,    turned  in. 

Sleep  in  a  crowded  casemate  upon  a  hard  bed, 
cannot  always  be  considered  a  liixiuy,  with  two 
hours    <in     and    four    off    guard,    and    the    coiLsequent 

disturbance.     To    s(uuc    [ r    fellows    it    was    indeed 

a    time  of    penance.      It    is  said,    one    Cadet    once  act- 
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ually  drove  all  his  cimipaiiioiis  nut  of  doors  by  his 
heavy  ln'catliiiiL;- :  he,  at  Irast.  was  to  hr  ciniLjval- 
ulated    upon    his    al)ility    (o    overcomr    (lilliculties. 

With  the  lireak  of  day  and  the  hraliiiL;-  of  the  re- 
veille on  Tni'S(hiy  morning;  canic  all  the  diseipline 
of  eaiiip  life  in  the  rc^nlar  army.  C'apt.  ('.  11. 
Codnian  had  tlic  lirsl  honor  as  OflicM-  of  the  Dav, 
and  work  liei^un  in  earnest.  roliciiiL;'  the  Fort  was 
a.  most  distasteful  duty  hir  tin'  Cadets  to  perhirm, 
ne\ertheless  it  was  thorout^hly  done  anil  a  eraml 
example  set  for  the  ••  ivenlars"  (o  follow.  A  notahle 
ex-congressniau  is  reporteil  to  have  displayi'd  niin-li 
energy  in  disposing  of  the  refuse,  and  pioh.dih  the 
work  was  never  more  satisfaefcuily  aeeoniplished  (h;in 
during  this  regime. 

(iuard  duly  also,  with  all  ils  tedicuisness.  was 
well  doiie,  no  prisoner  eseaping,  and  n(i  one  lieing 
reported  as  sleeping  at  his  post.  'Idiis  duly,  how- 
ever, was    not    without    ineidents    to    relieve    it. 

One  inghl  the  sentry  at  I  he  guard  liouse  re- 
eeived  an  alarm  from  an  outpost,  in  eonstMpieiiee 
of  the  diseharge  of  a  musket  ahout  nine  o'lloek 
I'.M.,  whi(di  was  ioumi  lo  have  heeii  lired  from  a 
lioat,  and  sul)se(|Uentfy  a  dory  with  smue  half-dozen 
men  appeared,  who  seemed  to  \)v  atlemiiting  to  effeet 
a  landing  at  the  wharf,  hut  liiuiig  warned  off,  reluet- 
antly    retired. 

At  midnight,  (Ui  auijther  oci'asion,  a,  sentry  sta- 
tioned   at    the   extreme    jioint   of    the    island,  deeeived 
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liy  till'  (larlviicss  and  swell  of  the  tide,  fii'ed  his 
musket  at  A\liat  lie  sujipnsed  to  lie  an  csi-apiiiL;' 
]iiisiiiier  and  the  eiitiii'  relief  was  i|uickly  tuviied 
nut,  when  it  was  ilise(i\ered  to  ha\e  been  an  al- 
most   sul)mei'ged    roek. 

.\nd  so  the  days  sped  on,  the  ntherw^ise  mmiot- 
onons  existeiiee  reliexed  with  frei|Uent  fun  and 
frolic,  hir  ('ohinel  Holmes,  thminh  lie  jireserved 
g'ood  diseipline.  never  ohjeeted  to  a  reasonalde 
amount  of  sjioi-t.  lie  jiossessed  ;i  wonderful  in 
lluenee  oM'r  his  eommand,  who  w'(dl-nioh  worshipiied 
him,  and  not  one  of  them  liiil  would  have  devoti'dh- 
followed  him  to  the  eannon's  nmuth  had  they  lieen 
ealled    uiion    to    do    so. 

C'oneerts,  Imth  voeal  and  inst  iiiniental,  were  fre- 
(|uent,  and  many  will  rememher  with  jileasiire  the 
sweet  \dice  of  Private  Sehlesino-er.  i'rivate  lirxanl, 
better  known  perlrajis  as  the  marker,  gave  some 
variety  [lerhirmanees  of  merit  alsei,  while  ehess,  whist, 
etc.,  reeei\cd  their  due  share  of  attention.  Oeea- 
sionally  jierniission  wimld  he  given  to  jiraetise  \\-ith 
tile  guns  of  the  Fort,  and  prohahly  the  whole  ('on- 
federate  fleet  was  annihilated  in  imagination.  Tnder 
the  sha(hiw  of  the  largest  of  these  dogs  of  war. 
many  of  the  privates  of  the  eorps  relieved  the 
teilium  of  long  hours,  with  cutting  and  earving 
rings    and    other    trinkets    from    gutta-percha. 

lUit  camp,  as  well  as  civil  life  has  its  draw- 
backs,    and      the      Cadets     were     not     without     their 
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temporary  crosses  and  vexations.  To  a  yimiig  man 
accustomed  to  the  luxuries  of  existeiu-e  and  deprived 
of  them  for  the  nonce,  it  is  no  small  annoyance 
to  miss  a  hox  of  a  favorite  hnnid.  m>t  to  mention 
a  basket  of  Hoederer.  a  dozen  of  Muscatel,  or.  say 
a  wliisper  of  old  liourhou,  and  small  consolation  to 
believe  tiiey  have  pleased  the  pahite  of  s(nne  one 
deservin;4  as  lightest  punishment  a  good  sound 
thrashing,  unfortunately  escaped.  Possibly  an  other- 
wise uneasy  conscience  was  calmed  with  the  label. 
'•' Confiscated  on  account  of  example."  l)Ut  a  soldier's 
life  is  full  of  privations,  and  a  share  must  be  re- 
served for  even  tiie  most  fav(U-cil  militia-man.  Oc- 
casionally, some  inisoner  would  oversteii  the  bounds 
of  prudence  and  grossly  insult  the  young  guardsmen, 
though  for  this  there  was  condign  punishment  and  a 
dungeon   cell,   with  an   apology  hn-  his  misdemeanor. 

The  (hities  and  drills  under  regular  army  oitleers 
were  exceedingly  rigor(Uis.  One  day  an  unfortunate 
Cadet,  at  dress-parade  incurred  the  displeasure  of 
the  Adjutant  of  the  Post.  In  consequence  of  the  too 
close  attention  of  an  aggravating  little  tly,  he  raised 
his  arm  to  brush  the  offender  from  his  nose,  and  tVu' 
this  was  consigned  to  the  guarddiouse  for  several 
davs  :  but   his   sentence   was   commuted   afterwards. 

One  of  the  events  of  the  stay  of  the  Cadets  at 
tlie  Fort  was  a  mock  dress-parade.  Sergeant  J. 
T.  Clark  was  appointeil  Commander,  and  Private 
J.     S.    Whituev.    Adiutant.       The    amusing  "(ieneral 
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Orders"    delivered    (ni    that    (icua.sinii    were    duly    ap- 
l)reeiated,    and    ran    as    fulldws:  —

Thr  nsnal  W\\  o'rloi-k  drill 
will  also  lirilispcnscd  with  if  a  majority  of  the  mm  so  dccid,.. 
i!y  cand'nl  connt  it  has  limi  ascrrtainrd  that  tlirr.'  arc  Imt 
two  mini  in  the  enrire  rorps  who  advoratc  the  aliove-men- 
ticiiH'd  drill,  namely  :^C'olonel  .lohn  T.  Clark  and  Dr.  liich- 
aiil>.>n.  and  they  will  he  respected  ac<-ordinul v. 

The  dimier-honr  in  fntnre.  will  lie  half-p.ast  tine.'  o'clock, 
in  conse,|iience  of  which  the  fonr  o'clock  haltalion  drill  will 
necc"<sarily  In-  di^p.^nsed  with.  The  re-nlar  dress-parade  will 
not  lie  uivcn  np.  as  it  affoids  Colonel  (lark  the  only  opiH.v- 
Innity  he  has  of  foldinii  his  anus  :ind  assnmine  his  pres.ait 
imposinu  position. 

At  the  I'eqnest  of  sevcniy-tive  men  ont  of  the  si\ty-six, 
yon  arc  to  lie  entirely  relieved  from  enard-<luty  ilnrins  the 
niiiht,  as  it  has  lieen  fonnd  that  the  mattresses  nsed  by 
the  men  when  otf  jiuard,  have  had  the  effect  of  soffeninu' 
tlie  l.irains  of  several  of  the  memlna-s.

I'urbaps  tin;  ( 'adets"  oayest  affair,  liowrver.  was 
the  Ball,  for  wliicli  ]in;]iaratioiis  weie  made  with 
great  zest  and  the  eijual  of  w'liiili  Foi't  Warren 
never  witnessed  before  iioi'  sinee.  'riic'ir  si'aidy  re- 
sourees  were  taxed  to  their  utnmst  cajiaeity,  and 
the  limited  supply  of  daisies.  Imttereiips,  and  idover 
was    ruthlessly    saerilieed    for    decoration. 

I^adies"  soeiety  was  out  of  the  i[Uestion,  so  great 
efforts  were  nniWe  to  prochiee  /((i-siniilrK,  ami  llie 
attempts  of  some  of  tin'  young  men  were  ([uite 
satisfaitorw  ami  sources  of  much  nnu'riment.  Misses 
Wellman,  Inches,  and  (ioodwin  weri'  extreme!}'  at- 
traetive,  hut  history  rejiorts  Mrs.  liailow  as  tin- 
'•Helle  of  tlie  liall."  Tiadition  In.s  not  handed 
down  a  very  accurate  account  of  the  costumes,  hut 
we  liave  it  on  very  good  authority  tiiat  they 
"■  were  cut  V-sliaped,"  and  that  "  ^liss  Welhnau 
wore    a    clover    wreath."

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Vet  in  spite  of  tlie  t'liii.  fniJic  and  music,  tlie 
(lays  with  tlicir  ini-reasiiiL;'  lieaf  nrew  irksdine,  and 
alter  a  stay  (d'  six  weel'Cs,  many,  wild  were  jirii- 
I'essidiial  as  W(dl  as  active  husiness  men,  lie^'an  to 
feel  tlie  loss  in  tlieir  eallin^s  and  heeame  ini|iatient 
to  refiirn  to  tlieir  eiistomary  imrsnits,  feelinn'  that 
guai-d-duty  miL;lit  be  |ierformed  enually  well  liy 
rdliers  not  Imrdened  with  home  eares.  So,  when 
.Inly  eame  and  with  it  a  eompany  of  recrnits  to 
take  fheii'  places,  it  was  a  ureat  relief  to  he  freed 
from  the  daily  routine  of  n'liard-diitv,  the  hai'd 
heds,  the  plain  fare,  and  all  the  monotciny  of 
garrison  life,  ^'et  genuine  regret  was  not  wanting 
when  ]iartiiig  with  tlieir  (■onipanions-in-arms,  wlio 
were  lialile  at  any  time  to  he  transh'rred  from  the 
Fort  to  meet  the  eneuiy  in  liattle,  perhaps  to  fall 
a)id  die  for  their  country;  still  there  \vere  many 
in  the  cor[is  who  would  not  ha\i'  shrunk  from 
such   a    fate,    perhaps   eoveti'd    it. 

The  Independent  Corps  of  Cadets  were  mustered 
out  of  I'nited  States  service  .lulv  'l.

iif  liirils  111  unite  at  iliniiei-  later,  ur  revel  mice 
uiiii-i.'   ill    the   i.'iiuifiirts   ami    eiini[iaiiiiiiislii]is   nl    hmiie. 

Thus  eiiilcil  the  service  nf  the  IlnlelHMiih'nt 
Cui-jis  nf  ( 'aih'ts  at  Fni't  Warren:  a,  time  ever 
helil  green  in  the  memnry  iif  many  whn  partiei- 
jiated.  'riirniigh  the  efforts  nf  a  few  nf  this  limly 
of  veterans,  C'nrimral  Welil  Privates  (ime  ami 
Stevens,  in  May,  1SS7,  just  fwenty-live  years  after 
the  event  of  their  snjimrii  at  the  Fort,  it  was  |irn- 
poseil  to  hohl  a  reunion,  which  the  slight  canvass 
possible  at  the  time  proveil  to  lie  a  step  in  the 
i-ight  direction.  A  \isit  to  the  Knrt  was  planned 
aud  Cnrpnral  Weld  and  I'rivate  (inre,  with  the 
assistance  nf  all  who  could  give  iutelligenee,  set 
al)out    liuutiug    up    the    veterans    of    "(iii. 

It  was  found  fi-mn  the  liest  information,  that 
niiiety-uiue  were  still  living,  which  lirought  the 
rate  of  deatli  remaikahly  low.  Scattered  far  and 
wide,  from  ^rainc  to  ( 'alifoiuia,  froui  N01II1  to 
Soutli,  aliroad  in  I'aris,  in  Ivondon,  every\\lii!re,  yet 
all  of  whoui  tidings  could  lie  olitained  in  season 
received  invitations  to  IJostou  and  the  annivei'sary 
celebration.      Every    response    was    enthusiastic    with

The  day  was  Iiriglit  and  heaiitifid  for  the  tliirty- 
eiglit  ineiidiers  id'  the  old  corps  who  met  on  hoard 
the  liarlior  sti'anier  "Hose  Staiidisli."  at  two  o"elock, 
Ala\  i^d.  ISST,  and  after  a  short  round-alioiit  excursion, 
landed,  as  in  days  long  past,  at  the  old  Fortress. 

We  eannot  ventnre  to  say  how  many  held  only 
joy  (Mis  memories  of  tliose  days,  or  whether  any  in- 
dulged in  vain  regrets  hu-  them  :  certain  it  is,  that 
the  dignitied  gentlemen  who  steppccl  upon  the  land- 
ing soon  permitted  themselves  to  east  aside  all 
unpleasant  associations,  if  theie  were  any,  and  revel 
in  reeolleetions  of  the  pleasant  weeks  id'  "(12. 
Tiirongh  the  courtesy  of  Captain  Ci.  (\.  Greenough, 
a,  tour  of  the  l-'ort  was  made  and  all  the  old  hainits 
revisited.  Many  wt're  the  eveids  rei  ailed  and  old 
stcu'ies  retold  while  they  jiuffed  at  the  flagrant  weed, 
and  one  l)y  one  they  all  faded  into  the  past  again,  as  the 
smoke  faded  into  the  clear  air  (d'  the  memoraljle  day. 

Ihiving  spent  some  pleasant  hours,  they  toidc  the 
steamer  "  Nantasket,"  chartered  for  the  occasion,  and, 
after  a  trip  to  Boston  Light,  arrived  at  tlie  wliai-f 
ahout  six  o'clock,  when  ('orp(n'al  Otis  Iv  Weld,  with 
royal  liberality,  having  iinited  all  meiidiers  of  the 
old  eorjis  to  an  elegant  dinner  at  Young's  Hotel, 
forty -two    Cadets    accepted.

I'rivatc  Henry  A\'.  (iore.  one  of  the  youngest  of 
the  com]ian\,  just  aide  to  jiass  muster  at  that  time, 
conceived  the  idea  of  collecting  and  |ireseiving  in 
some  convenient  fmin  the  subject-matter  contained 
in  this  book,  and  lirst  distributed  blanks  to  be 
lilled  out  Ijy  the  members  upon  the  twenty-fifth 
anniversary.  ^Vith  indtmiitalde  perseverance,  imt- 
withstaudino'  o-reat  iliscourairenient.   he    has  succeeded 
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ill  securing  the  reem-ils  and  pliotograiilis  of  every 
Cadet  at  Kort  Warren,  willi  tlie  exeeptiim  nf  tlie 
thirteen  wIid  were  recruited,  and  lielmiged  luit  a 
slicirt  time,  nt  wlmni  ud  autlienlie  account  ennld  1)6 
t))jtained.
